An Associated Press dispatch dated January 28,

\ Misdeeds Not Condoned 
I However, he assured his au- 
dieice that the Negro people do 
ivot condone misdreds of Pow- 
ell and that he felt no one was 
defending such misdeeda^ but 
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**the great injustice done Powell 
is an injustice to the Negro peo- 
ple as a whole— because it is un» 
constitutional to unseat a man 
who meets constitutional re* 
quirements — as Powell did.** 

**Beyond the constitution- 
ality, I see in it a danger o( 
tragic and ugly racial over* 
tonesp" he continued, **when Ne* 
groes protest the unseating^ It 
is a congressional hypocrisy pnK 
test Much more dangerous moi 
in America today are engaging 
m evil acts and condoning mjur 
der and nothing is being d ~ 
About it." 

In answer to another qi 
tioR, he said the recent murder 
of Wharlest Jackson in Natches, 
Miss., pointed up the need to 
change the legal system and get 
some new legislation to deal 
with such crimes, and to f 
query on his feelings about a 
statement attributed to Stokeiy 
Carmichael that the war in Viet- 
nam is "McNamara's Negro ur- 
ban removal," he indicated his. 
disagreement with the war was 
on another front that of hu- 
manitartanism and religion and 
his complete refusal to kill any- 
Te. 

Referring to the busing of 
school students. Dr. King ap- 
proved the action on the grounds 
that ''in order to have multi- 
racial classes and schools, which 
ire necessary in a multi-rachd 
society, then we must have tie 
nconvenience of busing/' 

Hard to Deal With ( , 
He described a "white moder- 
ate** as the white person who 
seems to be sympathetic to in- 
tegration, but who is never 
quite ready to commit himself 
wholeheartedly, believing more 
in tranquilUty than in equality; 
always wanting to wait a little 
longer, and, he stressed, "more 
difficult to deal with than the 
outright hostile segregationist/'

On Febrxiary 25, 1967, a symposium sponsored by 
"The Nation" magazine was held at the Beverly Hilton Hotel, 
Beverly Hills, California. It was announced that "The Nation" 
Is merging with "Frontier" Magazine. 

JAMES STORROV, publisher of "The Nation" magazine, 
introduced Senator CEOROE MC GOVERN (D-South Dakota). MC GOVERN 
claimed that the United States obsession with communism pulled 
us Into the Vietnamese war. He pointed out that the United 
States has refused to allow even trade of non-strategic 
i.iaterlals with Red China much less allow students to travel 
to inalnland China. He claimed that we have been opposed to 
rted China being admitted to the Unit^^ Nations but we have 
hot opposed recognition of CHIANG KAI-SHEK* a Government. 

Senator MARK HATFIELD (R-Oregon> also spoke in 
opposition to the war in Vietnam but spent most of his time 
talking about hunger throughout the world. He claimed the 
70 per cent of the developing nations of the world suffer from 
malnutrition and that the United States could do more 
good by helping to develop new sources of nutrition. 
HATFIELD brought out the fact that when he was governor, he 
was the only one of all the governors attending the July, 1966, 
National Governors' Conference at Century City in Los Angeles 
who opposed the resolution tO/ support the administrations 
position on the war In Vietnam. 

ROBERT VAUGHN, TV personality, introduced MARTIN LUTHER 
KING, JR. KING stated that we are fighting an illegal war 
In Vietnam; and In addition to tha other Immoral aspects of 
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LA 100-69567 

any war, in Vletnair we are napalmlng helpless and Innocent 
Vietnamese children. KING criticized the reasoning for 
our being in Vietnam to "stop communism*" KINO was critical 
of the high cost in the xvar in Vietnam and claimed that it 
costs $332,000 for each Viet Cong killed by American military 
men. KING stated "we have got to work for peace; but it la 
not enough to be for peace, we have got to get out and 
demonstrate and protest until it rocks the very foundations 
of this nation." 

Senator EUGENE MC CARTHY- (D-Minnesota) spoke briefly and 
stated th,, u *»a3 Aciru uo justify war lu viecnam especially 
the napalm bombing of the children.

SEYMOUR MEIMAN, Columbia University Professor, 
claimed that he was quoting from one of the military services 
nevvspaper (name unknown) stating that the U/iited States 
intends to carry on more Vietnam wars. He pointed out that 
L/CCkheed Aircraft Corporation is building a transport capable 
of carrying 600 men. He stated that at that rate it would 
only take 20 pilots and 20 planes to carry 12j000 men* He 
claimed that It was obvious that the United Stated would have 
no use for such aircraft if it did not have the Intention 
of becoming involved in the Vietnam- type wars, MELMAN 
criticized the 1968 budget for the expenditures for military

MEDIAN claimed that there will be a crisis In the

Records of the Division of Corporations > California 
State Department of Investments, Los Angelesj California, 
indicate that Discussion Unlimited filed its Articles of 
Incorporation as a nonprofit corporation, with the Secretary 
of State, Sacramento, California, on or about June 4, 1963* 
noting its principal site of office as Los Angeles County, 
California, The alms and purposes of the organization, as 
listed in the Articles of Incorporation, are "...to promote 
full and open discussion on our society and problems'. 

A source advised on May 8, 1963^f that Discussion 
TJnlimlted, Inc • actually was originated in Los Angeles, 
California, In May, 1962, and was composed largely of a number 
of present and former Coniniunist Party members who assist In 
staging panel forums and in promoting such events. Original 
coordinator of the group was BERNAJlD LUSHER, who in 1961, 
was educational director of the Southern California District 
Communist Party. 

This source was recontacted on April 9, 1965, and 
indicated that the basic concept of Discussion Unlimited, Inc. 
has not changed. It continues to present "left ideas" to at 
least partially non-committed audiences. It proposes to 
develop special activities around various issues on an irregular 
basis. It is not a membership organization, and does not hold 
regular meetings as such,, but' rather is strictly a forum-type 
organization. 

On May 10, 1966, another source reported that 
Discussion Unlimited, Inc. continues to operate as a forum- 
type organization.

The purpose of the Graduate School is to provide 
educational opportunities for Federal employees to assist 
Federal agencies in meeting educational and training needs.

\ A/confidential source, who has furnished reliable 

informatio/i in the past, advised on February 13 > 1967, that 
inform«»ti^n had come tovhis attention which discloeed that 
Sta nleyA^^vison and Joan^^ayes, a publishers representative 
in New Y ork, C 1 ty who" handles books which Martin Luther King 
writes, were in contact concerning King>s newest book. The^ 
following is in substance what transpired du^rlng- .their c.on^ct 
go February 13, 196?: 

Levis on^mentioned that he was reviewing the "Wiite 
Dilemma" part of /manuscript which he received from Martin Luther 
King^ and that he, Levlson, was revising certain parts of it. 
After being told that^Daves was astonished since she also had a 
version of the "White Dilemma" which she received from King 
and Kermine Popper. Daves was very disappointed in King-s 
contributions so far and said, what she had receJLved so far, |B 
^ did not seem to be very constructive. 

Levi son commented, the source said, that he had

appointment in King's manner of dealing with the "White 
Dilemma" chapter, but was quite pleased with the "Black Power" 
chapter. His main criticism with the "White Dilemma", Levison 
remarkec*, was that King had no original ideas and that bonaeqCiently 

had just taken old ideas and re-stated them. King, Levison . 

commented, quotes people because it lends a scholarly style^H 
to the book. 

It was Levison 's opinion that King had not been taking 
the time to do a lot of deep thinking, but had been doing a lot 
c.f editing of material that he had and had not asked himself^^ 
vfhat was new. J^F 

In considering the work as a whole, Levison felt that 
the chapter dealing with "Black Power" was the best contribution 
so far. In commenting on his own contributions, Levison 
Eantioned that he had revised the chapter dealing with the 
Question "Where do we go from here". 

It was Daves opinion that she could get a publisher for 
Klne's work especially in view of the chapter dealing with 
'Black Power". She felt that since "Black Power" is still so 
fresh in the ntids of the American people, thera would be plenty 
o.f readers for this type of contribution. She mentioned having 
contacted Look", the magazine publisher, but had not been given 
any encouragement, so therefore, would contact "Life" to see if 
they would be interested in publishing King's book. Levison 
instructed Daves to contact King at his hotel in Miami, the 
Dupont Plaza Hotel or at the law office of Henry Arrington, 
111 North West 5th Street, Miami, Florida, and get his permission 
before making any deal with "Life". King, according to Levison, 
will remain in Miami until February l8, 1967, when he will 
return to Atlanta, Georgia. j^P 
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
